strikers and more than 200 persons 
were forced to leave the community 
by a "committee of 1,000 " Further 
trouble was not expected to follow 
the "clean up" of persons believed 
to be guilty of or to have had 
knowledge of bridge burnings and 
other depredations along the line of 
the Missouri and North Arkansas 
railroad which precipitated the dem- 
onstration. 
The body of E. C. Cregor, alleged 


striking shop worker, was found yes- 
terday morning, hanging from a rail 
way trestle 
Ciegor is said to have 


resisted attempts of the "committee 
of 1,000"—an investigating: body of 
citizens—when they sought Monday 
night to question him regarding the 
identity of persons suspected of 
carrying on a campaign of sabotage. 
Cregor is said to have opened fire 
when called on to surrender. Later 
he was captured by a posse and 
hanged from the trestle. 
A brakeman named Green, an em- 


ploye of the M. and N. A. was shot 
in the arm. His injury is not seri- 
ous.Shortlv after the capture of Cre- 
gor, 
George W. O'Neal, local hotel 


owner and capitalists who is said to 
have furnished bond for many strik 
ers charged with sabotage, was tak- 
en from his home and whipped. 
Night marshal Rash, who was ac- 
cused by the committee of being a 
strike sympathizer also was flogged 
and ordered to leave town. 
Governor McRae who had been 
appealed for tioops hurriedly sent 
a joint message to the legislature 
asking for authoritv to dispatch 
troops to the affected district, and, 
if necosary declare martial law. 
Both houses of the general assembly 
immediately authorized the executive 
to act and tioops were ordered en- 
train. Later advices from the Boone 
county officials stating- the situation 
had impioved, howevei caused the 
governor to suspend indefinitely the 
order. 
"The citizens" court, twelve men 
appointed by the "committee of 
1 000" to continhe the investigation 
of the M. and N. A. property des- 
truction was said to have request- 
ed the resignation of the mayor, 
town marshal and a number of al- 
dermen and to have a special elec- 
tion to choose their successors.

at which delegates to the convention 
would be elected. In order to com- 
ply with the primary election pro- 
visions of the constitution, the can- 
didates endorsed by the convention 
would necessarily have to be nomi- 
nated at the regular August primary. 
Any person wishing to oppose the 
regularly endorsed slate could enter 
the primary, as at present, by peti- 
tion. 
Candidates endorsed by the 
convention would be so designated 
on the ballot. 
In contrast to this proposed change 
in nominations for public office, Sen- 
ator George H. Bender of Cleveland, 
expects to introduce a bill providing 
that party columns be eliminated 
from the November election ballots 
and that all candidates for the same 
office, regardless of party affiliation, 
be printed in the same group, their 
party designation being printed after 
their names. Candidates now appear- 
ing on on-partisan ballots (judiciary 
offices) also would appear on the of- 
ficial ballot without party designa- 
tion. 
Both houses apparently were pre- 


paring to make the most of the pres- 
ent lull in an effort to pave the way 
for speedy action later in the ses 
sion. Both the house and senate fi- 
nance committees weije_ ready.^, 
stort on their inspection trip^CST" 
state institutions, the house commit- 
tee tomorrow and the senate On Fri- 
day. 
Representative Silver, chair- 
man of the house committee an- 
nounced that he would submit his 
committee's finding on the needs of 
various state institutions as soon 
as available instead of awaiting the " 
entire report.

tered by Senator Burke of Elyria 
and would provide for appointment 
of a coinmisison under the depart- 
ment of industrial relations for the 
establishment of minimum amounts 
to te paid wromen and minors. Such 
a bill died-in the senate during- the 
last session after pasmg the house. 
Tne liquor measure, introduced by 


Senator Bender, Republican, of Cuy- 
ahoga county, and said to have the 
sanction of the anti-saloon league* 
would make the furnisher of death, 
dealing liquor liable to a murder 
charge, would list the manufactur- 
er of distilled liquor as a felony and 
bring the "liquor solicitor" under the 
provisions of the enforcement law.

property, the removal of all or any 
part of any tree which in his judg-
